Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed proposed draft amendments and how they overcome all 
current rejections. Applicant emphasized that Chrysler did not disclose the DNA and amino acid sequence of the 
claimed beta-sercetase, thus they did not know the transmembrane region and for that reason did not delete it. 
Furthermore, Chrysler did not use beta secretase inhibitor for its purification. Thus.the protein as claimed (i.e., purified 
to homogeneity) is non-obvious over the prior art. Applicants state that Powell did not disclose the specific activity of 
beta secretase of his protein, and Powell's protein differs at codon 130 from the claimed protein. Applicants also state 
that Gurney does not teach a sequence extending up to or beyond 452 residue and lacking a transmembrane 
sequence. Thus, the transmembrane region of protein is not obvious over Gurney. The examiner appreciates 
Applicant's helpful comments and proposal of amendments that will be considered in further prosecution.
